“SPECIFIC CHARGE 


Says Engineer Found Drunk 
in Montefiore School Still 
Holds. Position. 


MAN NOW ON PROBATION. 


Manager Guilford Declares Em- 
ploye Is Keeping His Pledge 
of Abstinence. 


The Rev. W. A. Bartlett, pastor of the First 
Congregational church, decided yesterday to 
make specific his charges in regard to school 
engineers employed by the board of educa- 
tion. In his sermon last Sunday morning he 
declared that the board is employing engi- 
neers who have been kaown to be intoxicated 
during schoo! hours, and that the employés 
hold their positions because of political m- 
fluence. 

Alfred R. Urion, a member of the board of 
education called, on Mr. Bartlett on Monday 
and asked him to specify his charges in order 
that the cases referred to might be in- 
vestigated. 

Dr. Bartlett comments thus on the result 
of the conference: 

“Mr. Urion called on me by appointment 
and referred to my remarks in a sermon. I 
related my experience with the janitor and 
engineer of the Brown school, who had been 
repeatedly reported during a period of four- 
teen years and was only removed after I 
made charges. 


Two Cases Investigated. 

He said he had looked up that case and 
another to which I referred—namely: @ man 
who was found drunk in the Montefiore 
school, was reported bu the principal, but 
was returned to the school, where Mr. Urion 
acknowledged he is now. . 

“I reminded Mr. Urion that the present 
board Was composed of a number of mem- 
bers who were also on the Dunne board, and 
that they knew the facts. He said if he 
found that the man was still drinking he 
would have him discharged. I told him 
that I would under no consideration have 
my children in that school and that the

Furthermore, I told him it was the busi- 


ness of the board to make a thorough in- 
vestigation and not depend on such state- 
ments as mine.

Business Manager Guilford of the board 
of education said the engineer of the Monte- 
fiore school had been retütned to his position 
on probation after his trial, inasmuch as the

President Schneider of School Board 
Expects Rule Against Them 
to Pass. 


President Schneider of the board of educa- 
tion is confident that the measure abolishing - 
high school fraternities will be passed at the 
meeting of the school board this evening. 

As a new bit of evidence which he may 
present at the meeting, he has a copy of a 
bill now pending in the Ohio legislature 
which makes membership in a secret so- 
ciety connected with a public school un- 
lawful. Immediate suspension is the penalty 
and for teachers or school officials who 
fail to report cases of violation a fine of $10 
to $25 is provided.

Venezuelan Refuses to Answer 
Demand of United States. 


SAYS AMERICA “OWES NOTE.” 


Washington, He Explains, Must Make 
Reply to His Communication. 


CARACAS, March 7, via Port of Spain, 
March 10.—Following the presentation by 
W. W. Russell, the American minister to. 
Venezuela, of another note to the Venezuelan 
government insisting upon arbitration in the 
matter of claims of Americans against Ven- 
ezuela. President Castro's government has 
answered that it cannot make a categorical 
reply on the grounds that the American gov- 
ernment has not yet answered a previous 
note submitted to its representative by Vene- 
zuela. 2

Father Identifies Picture in Watch and 
William Miller’s Confession of Mis- 
deeds in Many Cities Follows. 


William Miller, son of Edward Miller, a 
Ravina (Mass.) jeweler and college graduate, 
who was arrested Saturday at Clark street 
and Jackson boulevard, confessed last night 
that he has been stealing for more than three 
years.

GIVES CAUSE FOR. ACT. 


Money; Alfonso of Spain Is 
Cheered in Barcelona. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. ] 

CHRISTIANIA, March 10.—An attempt to 
assassinate King Haakon of Norway wes 
made today by Johannes Gren, a Swede, who 
was once an inmate of an insane asylum in 
Denmark, but who for several years worked 
as a blacksmith in Christiania. 

Gren fired twelve shots from a repeating 


of the royal palace. 

King Haakor and Queen Maud, with Crown 
Prince Olaf, were not in the palace, having 
recently moved into the royal residence at 
Voxenkallern. 

Gren, who had secreted himself in the 
palace grounds, saw one of the domestics of 
the royal household pass a window and 
opened fire, thinking it was the king he had 
seen. : 

Guards quickly rushed out and overpow- 
ered Gren, who admitted that he had tried 
to kill the king because ne had no right to 
be in Norway, and also because he got too 
much money from the national treasury." 

Forty cartridges were found in Gren’s 
pocket when he was locked up. 

None of the royal household was injured, 
the bullets from Gren’s rifle imbedding them- 
selves in the wails. 


King Elected in 1905. 

King Haakon VII. has been on the throne 
of Norway sinee Nov. 18, 1905. He is the 
second son of King Frederick of Denmark, 
and was elected king of Norway by the 
storthing soon after the dissolution of the 
union of Norway and Sweden. 

The union between Norway and Sweden, 
which had existed between those two coun- 
tries for ninety-one years, and which was 
dissolved in 1905 by action of the storthing 
or parliament of Norway, was the result of 
strained relations between the two countries 
owing to difference of opinions as to their 
relative powers under the constitution. 

It was Norway's contention that the king 
alone had the power of control of the union's

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1 Ordinance Sought by Companies 


Now-in District Indorsed 
by Store Owners. 


Whether it would be better to reject the 
ding ordinance for the Calumet and 
uth Chicago railway company and have 
the Chicago City company take over the 
traction situation in the territory south of 
Bixty-third street, is a question agitating 
that community just now. 

It was raised by Special Traction Counsel 
Walter L. Fisher in the council committee 
en local transportation recently, and has 
deen debated ever since. 

The benefits promised by a one system 
throughout the entire south side are patent. 
They include: 

One fare from the city limits én the south to 
the city limits on the north and west. 

The better service which would come from 
having a well managed and wealthy corporation 
taking the place of a struggling one, 

A promise of more extensions into a territory 
in‘ sore need of them. 

On the other side stands the argument of 
time. Were the Chicago City company to 

e the property it could not do it untfi 
at the earliest, when most of the fran- 
chises of the Calumet Electric and South 
Chicago City companies, which are to be 
combined under the name of Calumet and 
South Chicago, expire. Some of them last 
until 1915. 


The people in the territory, especially those 


south of Seventy-ninth street, have become 
so tired of poor street car service that they 
are crying out for anything which offers im- 
mediate relief. That is the strength back 
@ the proposed oruinance. 


Majority for a Merger. 


An investigation made yesterday, how- 
ever, showed this feeling probably had been 
overestimated; that were it put to a vote 
the majority would be in favor of waiting ~ 
for the benefits the Chicago City company 
could give it. The people favoring an im- 
mediate ordinance grant to the Calumet and 
South Chicago company simply had been 
more in evidence. 

In the district between Sixty-third street 
and Seventy-ninth street the residents are 
comparatively indifferent. Under the pro- 
posed ordinance they will get transfers to 
the Chicago City company at once and come 
uptown, or, what is more important to them, 
to Hyde Park, for 5 cents, where now they 
have to pay 10. 

South of Seventy-ninth street, however, 
there is no prospect of universal transfers 
for a number of years, if ever. The com- 
pany will have to earn 6 per cent on its in- 
vestment before they can be extended from 


at that. Ag nobody expects the company to 
earn this in the near future, the chances of 
having these transfers for some time at least 
are not what might be called brilliant. 


Take Two Views of Plan.

END COMES 70 A. C DURBOROW 


Former Congressman, Long III, 
Dies in Hospital at Midnight. 


de 


NOTED FOR ELECTION WaR. 


Was Introducer of the Bill for Chicago 
Postoffice. 


Former Congressman Allen C. Durborow 
died last midnight at the Robert Burns hos 
pital, 1770 Washington boulevard, after an 
iliness that had confined him to his bed for 
months. 

Mr. Durborow was best known to Chi- 
cagoans as the man who introduced the bill 
in congress which resulted in the appropria- 
tion for the Chicago postoffice, and for the 
political battle he waged with William Lori- 
mer in 1908 for a seat in the national house 
of representatives. Lorimer was declared 
elected, and Durborow contested the election. 
Before the matter finally was settled by the 
courts the police were called upon to quell nu- 
merous riots started by adherents of the two 
candidates. 


Lived Long on West Side. 

Born in Pennsylvania im 1857, Mr. Dur- 
borow moved with his family shortly after 
the civil war to Warren county, Ind., where 
he attended the public schools. He studied 
at Wabash college for two years and was 
graduated from the state university at 
Bloomington, Ind., in 1877. His first business 
experience was with the publishing firm, 
Bowen-Merrill company, Indianapolis. Long- 
ings for a larger field, however, soon brought 
him to Chicago, where his first service was 
with Field, Leiter & Co. In 1887 he became 
business manager of the Western Electrician, 
a trade paper. Meantime his parents and 
brothers had come to Chicago, and all lived 
together on the“ west side, where Mr. Dur- 
borow had made an influential place for him- 
self in democratic councils. 


Defeated William E. Mason. 

He was elected to congress over ex-Senator 
William E. Mason by 3,500 votes in 1890. In 
1892 he was re#lected, defeating Thomas Me- 
Millan by more than 11,000 votes. 

After his service in congress Mr. Durborow 
was with the Illinois Steel company until 
1808, when he entered the insurance fleld, in 
which business he continued until stricken by 
the illness that proved fatal. Of late years he 
made his home at the Chicago Athietic club.

Objections of Dealers. 


The dealers brought forward these objec- 
tions:

Flames Burst Roof. 

By the time the engines arrived the flames 
were bursting out from the front of the 
building and up through the roof. Several 
companies of firemen carried lines of hose 
up the fire escapes and poured water down 
through the building through holes cut in 
the roof. Four Mnes of hose were played 
from the roof of the building at 187 Fifth ave- 
nue. Within fifteen minutes after the general 
alarm was sent out the street was blocked 
with engines and fifteen streams of water 
were played on the fire. Chief Horan and 
Assistant Chief Seyferlich came with the 
first engines and supervised the work of the 
firemen. 
Fire Out in Half an Hour. 

At the end of half an hour of hard work 
the blase was-extinguished, and later street 
car traffic was resumed. The floors of the 
bullding above the third story were entirely 
burned out. The upper floors were occupied 
by several small concerns, John Highfield, 
fourth floor, haberdashery; Stone 4 Raich- 
art, tailors, fifth floor; and Monblatt & David- 
son, haberdashery,.sitxth floor.

JUDGE CLELAND DENOUNCES 
JAILS AND PENITENTIARIES. 


Would Not Abolish Them, but Thinks 
Ten Times Too Many People Are Sent 
to Serve Sentences. 


Judge McKenzie Cleland of the Municipal, 
court. severely criticised prisons and criminal 
procedure generally last evening in an ad- 
dress in the K. A. M temple, Thirty-third, 
street and Indiana avenue. He declared 
prisons ruin but never reform prisoners: 
that one hundred are sent to jall where oniyx 
ten should go,” and that the crimeof the 
state in imprisoning a man is often greater 
than the crime against the atate which the 
man oommitted.“ 

Judge Cleland reiterated the defense of his 
position on the parole question, saying the 
practice of continuing. cases from time to 
time and putting the defendant on his be- 
havior has been uséd in the courts for years. 

Courts are doing it now and always have 
done it,” said Judge Cleland. It was be- 
cause I undertook it on such wholesale plans 
that criticism arose.”’ 

“ Pribon history is a story of cruelty,”’ he 
continued. The prisons improve, but the 
story doesn’t. I don't believe that prisons 
should be abolished, but there are a hundred 
men sent to prison where ten should go.“

ACTION PROMISES CLASH. 


Representative Says Rules Y 
„People Being Investigated” 
Will Be Ignored. 


[BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT.) 

Pontiac, III, March 10.—[{Special.J—In an 
effort “to prevent further bloodshed and 
rioting at the reformatory,” the institution's 
board of managers today decided to curtail 
in @ measure the movements of the legislative 
investigating committee by allowing no fur- 
ther quizzing in cells. A diplomatic note to 
this effect will be sent to the committee to- 
morrow morning. 

Members of the board declared this was not 
done to prevent the fullest investigation. 
There is every indication, however, that the 


4 action will Be viewed in a different light by 


the legislators looking for facts at the re- 
formatory, and a clash is promised tomorrow 
when the committee starts out in quest of 
witnesses. : 

This is nothing more nor less than an 
effort to stifie the investigation,’’ said Rep- 


resentative John J. McLaughlin. ‘*‘ We don’t 

care to override p rules, but we do in- 

tend to get the facts and will not permit any. 
rules made by the people being investigated 

to interfere with us. When I want to talk 

with any prisoner I shall do so, and I fell that 7 
every other member of the committee will 

do the same. 


“Officials Above Volcano.“ 


As soon as the members of the reformatory 
board assembled in the evening they took up 
the queetion of means to renew the discipline 
they believed has been broken up by the in- 
vestigation, and the belief among the con- 
victs that they are being viewed by the pub- 
lic as martyrs. | ( 

This has gained ground among the pris- 
oners until they are ready for anything.“ 
said Bishop Samuel Fallows. ‘ The officials 
here are living on the brink of a volcano 
which may become active at any moment. 

This is because the prisoners have a mis- 
taken idea of the errand of the legislators. 
They think the officials are afraid to punish 
or discipline them.“ 

It was agreed that the legislators should 
not be permitted to examine witnesses in 
their cells, but in the captain’s office. Mem- 
bers of the board declared this would be in 
the form of a request, but appearances 
are that the request will be enforced to 
the letter, as Superintendent Mallary places 
responsibility for present conditions upon the 
fact. that prisoners were told to state their

y woes from their cells and that they began to 


feel that they were at liberty now to do as 
they please. 


Mutiny Mood Still Evident. 


When I told one prisoner to go to work 
and stop shouting he told me he would not, 
as the legislators had told him he could shout 
all he wanted to, said one of the guards. 
Ot course, I know that nothing of the kind 
was said to him, but it is an illustration of 
the attitude of these men.”’ 

Meanwhile investigation of yesterday's at- 
tempted wholesale jail delivery showed it to 
be more serious than at first supposed. 
Capt. Moses Luke, the new disciplinarian, 
discovered that many other convicts had 
plotted with the Chicago desperadoes. The 
most serious feature of the case, however, is 
that the men still are ima mood for mutiny. 

Reports of conditions almost as bad as this 
were received from other institutions in the 
state. William B. Moulton, president of the 
civil seryice commission, declared that re- 
ports of the investigation and the visits of 
the commission to other institutions had 
caused inmates of practically every insane 
asylum to prepare for something verging on 
a mutiny. 

At Bartonville, for instance, the attend- 
ants have been kept busy night and day 
fighting off violence, said Mr. Moulton. 
“There is no telling what may happen at 
any of the asylums any day. But for re- 
newed vigilance at all points there probably 
would before this have been trouble.

Neighbors Patrol Shore Seeking 
Pleasant Prairie Farmer. 


SHERIFF FINDS HIM FIRST. 


Christian Rasmussen Now Held in 


Jail at Kenosha, Wis. 


A band of farmers.residing along the lake 
shore between Winthrop Harbor, III., and 
Kenosha. Wis., armed themselves with shot- 
guns, revolvers, and corn knives and pa- 
trolled the lake shore early yesterday morn- 
ing searching for Christian Rasmussen, a 
farmer of the town of Pleasant Prairie, Wis., 
who is charged with scalding his wife and 
children. 

Rasmussen is alleged to have gone home 
in a drunken frenzy late Monday night, and, 
heating a large kettle of water, to have gone 
to the room occupied by bie son 4 years of 
age and his daughter 9 years old and delib- 


erately poured the boiling water over the 


children. 


Wife Flees from House. 

Mrs. Rasmussen, who Was sleeping in a 
bed in the same room, attempted to save 
the lives of the children and the man turned 
on her and poured the hot water over her 
as well. She fled from the house after he 
had scgided her and sought aid of the neigh- 
bors, while the children wént into another 
bedroom and, locking the door, hid them- 
selves under a bed. They remained there 
smothering their sobbing until released by 
neighbors and taken to the home of a neigh- 
bor, where they received medical attendance. 

Hunt for Rasmussen in Vain. 

As soon as the children had been rescued 
the farmerg started out in search of the 

father. They hunted in vain and were en- 
| camped about Rasmussen’s home in the 

morning when the sheriff went out. He 
managed to pacify them and later found 
Rasmussen, who had been in hiding, and 
took him to jail. Little Chris, the son, 
is in a critical condition, his entire back be- 
ing covered with blisters, and Rose, the 
girl, is suffering great pain, but it is said 
she will recover. The mother was terribly 
burned, but her burns will not result fatally. 

Farmers in the neighborhood declared that 
if the man is not given a long prison term 
they will take the law into their own hands.

Washington, March 10.—President Gom- 
pers of the American Federation of Labor, 
accompanied by several unſon men of the 
District of Columbia, made his first appear- 
ance today before the house committee on 
Labor in the series of hearings on the eight 
hour bill which has been going on for some 
weeks. 

W. H. Fletcher, vice president of the W. & 
A. Fletcher company of Hoboken, shipbuild- 
ers, said, as have all of his predecessors be- 
fore the committee in the construction line 
that if the bill becomes a law his company 
will ve compelled to cease bidding for gov- 
ernment contracts. 

Mr. Gompers made a plea for the passage 
of the measure and emphatically contradict- 
ed the assertion that had been made before 
the committee by employers’ representatives 
that. workmen as a rule were in favor of 
working overtime, as they received extra 
pay for the same. 

He claimed that the representatives of 
some of the employers who had appeared 
before the committee during these hearings 
had been instrumental in securing legislation 
that practically has made outlaws of union 
workmen.

Task Is in Fixing Figures. 
nis is the foundation stone of.a new tariff. 
In a gendral way, it is necessary only to take 
this tabular statement and putin new figures 
in harmony with new commercial conditions 
and you have a new law created in the rough. 

The great work is to determine what the 
new figures shall be. To assist in determin- 
ing this the bureau of labor will be called 
upon for its quota of figures. 

That cog. in the great governmental ma- 
chine already has a continuous publication 
ftom which one may obtain comparative 
rates of wages, the cost of living, and similar | 
data. 

The department of commerce and labor, 
through other sourees; will be called upon to 
furnish extensive tables showing the aver- 
age market price of domestic and importe 
articles. ~ 

These figures give accurate comparisons 
and differentiate sharply between the va- 
rious brands and grades of the same articles. 

From the state department there will come 
reports, through our consuls abroad, which 
will throw light, in a general way, upon the 
cost. of manufacture, the rates of wages, the 
price of living, and the general wholesale and 
retail selling prices in the country of origin 
for every possible article of production. 


ts Ready to Give Aid. 

It will be’seen from this the wealth of in- 
formation which the government can pro- 
duce, on short notice, in the matter of ab- 
stract figures. Something more is needed, 
however, and that.is personal acquaintance 
with every article om import, its method of 
manufacture, its relative cost at home and 
abroad, and scientific distinction between 
the various grades, colors, methods of manu- 
facture, and brands. 
~-To furnish this information the govern- 
ment has, ready made, an expert tariff com- 
mission. This is the board of, general ap- 
pralsers. That is a semfJudicial tribunal, 
composed of men who hold their office for 
Ute or geod behavior. 

They are engaged daily in determining the 
value of merchandise imported into this 
country, the rates Of duty to be imposed, and 
every other question under the customs law. 

There is as much technical detall im this 
tribunal as in the board of examiners at the 
patent office, and special qualifications are 
just as necessary for membership. 

In the transactions of this board of gen- 
eral appraisers and in the personal technica! 
Knowledge of its members, the ways and 
means committee has at its constant dis- 
posal a perfect flood of expert knowledge 
which could not be obtained in any other 
way. 

Taking all these things together, the won- 
derful statistical information compiled by 
government experts and the personal and 
selfish information given orally and in writ- 
ing from persons interested, the actual cre- 
ation of a tariff bill becomes merely a matter 
of reconciling different interests. ; 
Assuming that the hearings are progressing 
all winter, next inauguration day will find 
the machinery almost complete for the re- 
vision of the tariff. Suppose a specia! session 
were called to meet about April 15. It would 
find itself confronted from the start with a 
new tariff law practically prepared in ad- 
vance by the ways and means committee, 
most of the members of which undoubtedly 
will have been re@lected. 

That measure would be put through the 
house under whip and spur merely to ex- 
pedite matters. 


Senate's Part in Program. 

Then it would go to the finance committee 
of the senate. There it would be completely 
remodeled. Hearings would be held by the 
finance committee on the same general plan 
as those before the ways and means com- 
mittee of the house, except that the witnesses 
would be in position to c8mmend or contest 
the specific schedules in the house bill. 

Hundreds of amendments would be made 
in the senate, and finally: the tariff. would 
be passed through that body in such a way 
that the innocent onlooker would say that 
the house and senate never could agree to 
settle the vast differences between them. 

The final stage of the tariff bill, of course, 
is the conference committee. That would 
be made up of five members of the commit- 
tee of ways and means, and the same num- 
ber of senators from the finance committee. 

A conference committee does not vote as 
a whole. The representatives of the house 
and senate work as diplomatic envoys, ac- 
cepting or deciining propositions made by the 
others. 

In the fullness of time an agreement al- 

ways comes. The house surrenders some 
things and the senate others. 
When they do agree the bill goes to the new 
president. and he will sign it unless it is in 
flagrant disregard of his own views or his 
party pledges.

Rock Island, Moline, Centralia, 
and Harrisburg All Have 
Champions. 


Washington, D. C., March 10.—[Special.]— 
The cities of Chicago, Rock Island, Moline, 
Centralia, and Harrisburg, III., were all 
called to the attention of the subcommittee 
of the house committee on public buildings 
and grounds today in connection with the 
new postoffices needed at those places.

It is requested that an omnibus public 
buildings bill soon to be made up contain 
items to purchase either sites or buildings for 
these places. 

Representative .McGavin, author of the 
measure appropriating money for the new 
postoffice for Chicago, asked the subcommit- 
tee to appropriate sufficient money. to allow 
the purchase of a site on the west side in 
Chicago on which there shall eventually be 
erected a working or model postoffice to cost 
not a great deal more than half a million dol- 
lars. 

Wants Money for Chicago Site. 

Mr. McGavin estimated that a suitable site 
for such a builging could be obtained for a 
sum between $750,000 and $1,000,000, and he 
asked the committee to insert an appropria- 
tion for that amount in the bil. 

He said that due conferences had been held 
with Postmaster General Meyer, Mayor 


Busse, and Postmaster Campbell on the 


proposition, and that they were of the opin- 
ion that a working postoffice at the cost men- 
tioned would be more suitable to Chicago’s 
needs than the building occupied at present., 
which it is proposed to turn over for the 
occupancy of federal officers exclusively. 

Mr. Gavin explained that the plan of hav- 
ing a new station near the Union station 
would enable the government to save con- 
siderable money in mall transportation 
charges. He suggested the need of tunnel 
5 between the stations and the post- 
office. 


Centralia’s Claims Urged. 


A building for postoffice use at Centralia, 
to cost $75,000, was urged upon the commit- 
tee by Representative Foster, C. J. Lender, 
mayor of Centralia, and. former Congress- 
man George Dickson of that place. 

Congress already has appropriated money 
to buy the Centralia site, and the citizens of 
that place are asking for a building upon it. 

Congressman McKinney asked the commit- 
tee to increase the cost of the public build- 
ing at line by $35,000 and the building at 
Rock Island by $80,000. 

Representative Chapman advanced the in- 
terests of his bill providing for a $60,000 
building at Harrisburg by making a request 
of Chairman Rodenberg of the subcommittee 
to have the bill taken up at the next meeting 
of the committee.

St. Paul, Minn. , March 10.—[Special.]— 
Francis B. Hart, the attorney who recently 
accused the Supreme court of Minnesota 
with disregard of the law in its decisions, to- 
day hurled defiance at the special court ap- 
pointed to try the disbarment proceedings 
begun again# him by the state board of law 
examiners. 

The aged practitioner never entered into 
any argument with more determination than 
he showed when he turned on his accusers. 
His voice trembled with emotion. His every 
sentence was a whip which cut to the quick 
as Mr. Hart told the court he cared not what 
they did to him. 

“If the Supreme court’s unblushing disre- 
gard of the law and authorities is to con- 
tinue,“ he said, it is time 1 was disbarred. 

IJ am through practicing before this court, 
through inveigling people into my office, and 
taking their good money to then have the 
Supreme court treat me as it has done. It 
is not fair to me, and it is not fair to my 
clients. 

Fou can disbar me, and you may, but I 
know that you will not do meany harm. At 
my age and with my experience, my con- 
science and my reputation are my chief 
assets, and, God helping me, I hope to keep 
them untarnished.”’ 

P. J. McLaughlin made the chief argument 
in favor of Mr. Hart’s disbarment. 

On rare occasions.” he said, the of- 
ficial conduct of a single judge has been 
drawn in question, but never before in the 
history of this or any other country, so far 
as I know, has an assault been made upon 
an entire court of last resort.

Bloodshed and . Losses 
Continue in Kentucky. 


NEGRO QUARTER “SHOT UP.” 


Hundred Masked Men Invade Birming- 
ham and Wound Six Blacks. 


Loulsville, Ky., March 10.—Raids by the 
night riders continue in various parts of Ken- 
tucky, the war being attended with blood- 
shed and destruction of property. 

At Brooksville fifty men came into town 
early today in buggies and on horseback, 
and before they left 15,000 pounds of tobacco 
belonging to Robert Stanton, one of the 
wealthiest planters in this section, had been 
burned. The men were heavily armed. They 
did not destroy the warehouse, but took the 
tobacco outside and set it on fire. ~ 


Tragedy Due to Raid. 

Near Woodford Brown Bennett, son of an 
association tobacco grower, was found early 
today in the public road in a critica] condi- 
tion with a bullet hole through his head. 
Near Bennett were two dead horses and 
three empty shotguns. It is believed that 
Bennett was a night rider and was shot down 
by parties whom he and his gang had at- 
tacked. 

One hundred masked night riders rode into 
Birmingham, Marshall county, last night, 
and shot six negroes, several of them fatally. 
The riders took possession of the town and 
shot into negro cabins. In one of these John 
Scruggs, his wife, and three children, and 
a granddaughter were struck by bullets. 
Scruggs’ 2 year old daughter is dead and 
Scruggs and two other children are probably 
fatally injured. The riders then took. five 
other negroes to the banks of the Tennessee, 
where they whipped them. After warning 
about twenty-five other negroes to leave the 
place the masked men rode away. 

W. Bradshaw, a farmer living near Hen- 
derson, this morning found a note at his 
door warning him against employing ne- 
Froes. It was signed The 
The note was accompanied by a bundle of 
switches, a match, and some cartridges. 


Insurance Companies Lose. 

Circuit Judge Gordon at Hopkinsville to- 
day handed down a far reaching decision in 
a sult against several insurance companies 
filed by the Imperial Tobacco company to 
force payment of policies on $40,000 worth 
of tobacco destroyed by night raiders in the 
Princeton raid. Judge Gordon's decision 
makes null and void the riot clause, under 
which the Insurance companies refused to 
settle the claims. If the Appellate court 
sustains the decision the insurance compa- 
nies must pay all their losses in Kentucky 
occasioned by night rider raids.

There was no formal ruling on the motion, 
es Attorney John S. Miller late in the after- 
noon started an argument on the theory that 
the evidence in the case did not support the 
yerdict and that the verdict was nullified by 
the coercion of Juror Elbert Palmer, the man 
who wept and said he had to say yes 
when the jury was polled.

I was subjected 
to continuous annoyances and importunities from 
members of the jury who said I must agree with 
them, and I finally signed the verdict. I did not be- 


Heve at the time that Walsh was guilty. I believe 
the verdict was the result of passion and prejudice 
of certain members of the jury. It wae openly 
charged by one of the jurors that certain of the 
jurors had an agreement for the purpose of obtain- 
ing a conviction. I believe this agreement existed 
long before the taking of evidence.

DEFENDS: HIMSELF 


Takes Witness Stand and De- 
elares His Faith in His 
Father’s Cold Motor. 


BLAMES WOMAN FOR WOE 


His Attorney Promises Refuta- 
tion of Charges of Swin- 
dling Stockholders. 


Charles F. Bidwell, junior member of the 
Bidwell Cold Motor company, took the wit- 
ness stand in defense of himself and his aged 
father yesterday afternoon in Judge Chet- 
lain's court. 

The narrative of the formation of the cold 
motor company, of the “ perfecting "’ of the 
magic machinery, and the resultant tribula- 
tions suffered by the promoters, as told by 
the star witness,”’ got as far as the inter- 
esting part played by Mrs. Ida Palmer, when 
court was adjourned until this morning. 

Mr. Bidwell makes a good witness. He 
anewers carefully, and without any undue 
attempt to heap sarcasm on those instru- 
mental in bringing about his present predica- 
ment. The session bristled with wrangling 
between Assistant State's Attorney Popham 
and Attorney Brady, who conducted the ex- 
amination of the defendant. 

The state closed ite case shortly after the 
afternoon session opened. It has been three 
weeks in presenting the evidence whereby it 
hopes to cdOnvict both the Bidwells of con- 
ducting a confidence game and taking money 
under false pretenses, in promoting their 
cold motor scheme. The state has examined 
thirty-five witnesses.’ Attorney Brady said 
the defense will not have more than a dozen. 


Strong Defense Is Promised. 
In outlining the defense Attorney Norman 


Beck stated to the jury that it wil! prove as 


the source of all troubles the self-acknowl- 
edged Nemesis, Mrs. Ida Palmer. and that 
personal spite without any sense of justice 
prompted her action, 

Among other things, he said the defense 
will establish as facts: 

That no §2,000,000 corporation ever offered a 
more profitable project than the Bidwell Electric 
company. ‘ 

That the cold motor is practigal and a saving 
proposition to those who use it. 

That’ patents were obtained and motors built. 

That $100,000 was spent in fudicious advertising. 

Tt it is impossible for the cold motor to 
burn out. ö 

That there was no intention to defraud and 
that the money was expended in establishing a 
large factory in Washington Heights. 

That there was not a murmur of complaint until 
the law firm of Eldridge & Rose used a weak 
woman as a tool to bring the Bidwelis into bank- 
ruptcy. 

That the keys of the office were stolen in order 
to get access to the names of stockholders. 

That since June, 1906, Mrs. Palmer has started 
thirteen suite against the Bidwelis, and that par- 
ties are now out urging etockholders to bring more 
suits. 


Charles Bidwell Is Examined. 

Charles F. Bidwel) said he is 51 years old 
He lives at 888 North Clark street. Hecame 
to Chicago in the fall of 1904. 

When was the Bidwell Electric company 
started? 

“In February, 1906. Attorney Florence 
King and Secretary Johnson of the Climax 
company drew up the incorporation papers.“ 

Did you get any of the capital stock?’ 

Tes, I had a contract with my father that 
I was to receive one-third of the stock.

SPEAKS AT THE CITY CLUB. 


Urges Heavier Taxation on Riches as 
Remedy for Poverty. 


“National responsibility is toward the 
honest, hard working man, who, at the end 
of a long Mmduetrious life, through no fault 
of his own, finds that he has nothing toshow 
for his labor, and only charity upon which 
he may depend for support. 

So said William Allen White yesterday at 
the meeting of the City club. 

“Tt is obvious,” he added, “that public 
or private charities do not satisfy the con- 
science of the Americam people. For more 
and more the people are beginning to revolt 
at laws which permit a man to gouge pennies 
from the millions in order that he may 
proudly distribute dollars to the few. 


America Behind Other Nations. 

“And so the poorhouse is all American civ- 
llization offers, legally, to the men and wo- 
men who toll through the heat and turmoil 
of the day and find themselves broken and 
feeble at sunset. 

“Other civilizations do better n ours. 
European civilizations provide for dh old age 
pension, for cheap state insurance, for la- 
borers, savings banks under state ownership 
and control, and for other legal devices go 
that honest; industrious men and women may 
not have to beg or go to the poorhouse in 
their old age. 

Throughout his speech Mr. White inti- 
mated there was a debt to be paid and asked: 
But how shall it be paid?“ 


Urges Heavier Tax on Wealth. 

The answer was: 

Money must be taken in taxes away from 
those who have much and given to those who 
have little. The mere fact thet a man hae 
much does not signify that he stole it; but 
practical experience shows that most of those 
who have much—so many hundreds of mi- 
lions—have not, as a matter of cold fact, ro- 
turned to society any adequate equivalent for 
1m. a 

In conclusion Mr. White said the movement 
looking toward the equitable distribution of 
the products of labor was the mainspring of 
American politics today.

The small cliques at work in va- 
rious issues provided a good part of the buy- 
ing power which supported the general mar- 
ket, while the larger interests which have 
apparently selected the steel stocks for a 
pivot in the present movement, conducted 
their operations upon an even larger and 
more effective scale. 

At the bottom, the movement is, of course, 
based upon belief held by those at work 
in the market in the shadowy evidences of 
business improvement which are coming to 
band from day to day. They are obviously 
and necessarily making use of a large and 
gtubborn short interest to assist their plans 
in their initial stages, but for eventual suc- 
cess they must depend upon visible proof of 
better trade conditions. Market movements 
of this kind are entirely familiar in Wall 
street and have their place in the financial 
echeme, but the machinery should at all 
times be kept in mind. 

There was little or no news of immediate 
futerest to markets, but the void in this re- 
spect was filled by discussion of old topics. 
The most was made of reopenings of manu- 
facturing plants here and there through the 
country and of an advance in the price of 
copper metal, while such incidents as the re- 
duction in time in New England cotton mills 
and the poor condition of the bituminous coal 
trade were swiftly passed over.

Firmness in Local Market. 


The local money market rules moderately 
active. The banks are running strong. They 
do not yet seem to be certain that something 
may not happen to disturb the present situ- 
ation. In view of the experience of Novem- 
ber, December, and January, there is not 
much doubt the country banks would begin 
pulling down balances should there develop 
symptoms of strength in money. 

The lesson of the clearing house certificate 
and the accompanying situation, which made 
it difficult to secure deposits when most 
need, has yet to be unlearned. In a way, 
the western banks seem to be watchful, and 
instead of its being a matter of weeks it 
would be a matter of but hours or days after 
the first danger signal before they would 
take action. 

As an indication of the manner in which 
some of the local banks are guarding against 
“accidents,” one institution has 57,000,000 
more deposits than it had one year ago, and 
$600,000 fewer loans. But rates of interest 
are good and the banks can afford to carry a 
large margin of cash resources. 


Commercial Paper.

Call Computing Method Bad. 

The number of tons of freight carried for 
the year ending June 80, 1907, was 155,672,528, 
against 146,127,778 for the previous year. 

The commission calls attention to the fact 
that, whereas the railroads reported 155,- 
672,528 tons of freight hauled, there was 
actually hauled 172,777,812 tons, the differ- 
ence being because the railroads compute 
their hauling of freight on the percentage 
of mileage they have in Illinois in proportion 
to the mileage of the entire system. This 
method of computing earnings is wrong, say 
the commissioners. It has been protested 
against by the board for years, as the earn- 
ings of the density of the tonnage moved 
over the Illinois roads is dissipated over the 
unproductive mileage in the far northwest 
territories, where there is probably not to ex- 
ceed one train in twenty-four hours. 

As the 2 cent railroad fare did not go into 
effect until July 1, 1907, after the date of the 
close of this report, the commission can give 
no data as to itaeffect on raſlroad earnings. 


More Killed and Injured. » 

There were 70 killed and 708 injured, against 
45 killed and 468 injured the previous year. 

The commission suggests that the street 
railways ought to be required to make a 
report to some department. 

The steam roads increased their mileage 
during the year by 522 miles, and the elec- 
tric roads by 269 miles. 

There are 21,066 miles of steam railroad in 
the state, and of surface and elevated elec- 
tric railroads 1,456 miles. 

The e from the operation of the 
3 — was $18,966,210 for the year 
ending June 30, 1907, an increase of 81, 678, 
018 over the previous year. 

Operating expenses were $7,747,332, an in- 
crease of $1,174,071, and the net income was 
$2,861,798, an increase of $385,205. 

There were killed on electric roads 876 per- 
sons, an increase of 28, and 708 were injured, 
an increase of 240. 

Taxes paid by Illinois railroads for 1907 
were $664,832, against $582,977 in 1906 and 
$493,305 in 1905.

The company is on 
record asa saying it is willing to agree to 
any plan which will preserve its business 
secrets from the knowledge of competitors, 
and it is not understood the objectors to the 
ordinance in its present form are contesting 
and much talk to settle it. 

Expect t Against Delay. 

As to delaying the ordinance until an out- 
side expert can pass on the question of im- 
mediate rates, there may be a lively discus- 
sion. President Insull wishes to get the 
whole question out of the way, so that the 
company can go about its business without 
interruption, and insists the rates named in 
it are reasonable. His position is that the 
company, during the next few years, will 
be a large borrower of money, and the longer 
a settlement is delayed the more the money 
will cost the company. This reflects back on 
the rate question, as the greater the interest 
paid the higher the rate must be to pay it. 


As to the third question, it is a legal one 


the lawyers will haveto fight out. The Com- 
monwealth and Edison companies are now 
consolidated, and no serious question ie 
raised that they had a right to. The City 
elub attorneys, however, have raised a ques- 
tion regarding what rights this consolidation 
earried with it to the new company. It is 
argued that, under this consoldation, and 
without the ordinance, the Commonwealth- 
Edison company must pay compensation on 
all ite business, while formerly the city only 
received 8 per cent on that of the Common- 
wealth, the minor company. The city law 
department has held differently, however, 
and it was to get this full compensation that 
the ordinance was drawn.
